CULTURE DISPLACES WOMEN, 
WINNING THEIR HOSTILITY. 

Inter-relaticn8 between love and 
culture lose their simplicity as de- 
velopment proceeds. On the one hand 
love opposes the interests of culture; 
on the other, culture 
with grieyous restrictions. 

Women soon become antithetical to 
cultural trends and spread around 
them their conservatiye influence—the 
women who at the beginning laid*the 
foundations of culture by the appeal 
of their love. 

Women represent the interests of 
family life! the work of civilization 
has become more and more men’s 
business; it confronts them with even 
harder tasks, compels them to sub- 
limations of instinct which women are 
not easily able to achieve. 

Since man has not an 
amount of mental energy at his dis- 
posal he must. accomplish his tasks 
by distributing his libido to the best 
advantage. What he employs for cul- 
tural purposes he withdraws to a 
great extent from women: his con- 
stant. association with men and his 
dependence on his relations with them 
even estrange him from his duties as 
husband and tather. Woman finds 
herself thus foreed into the background 
by the claims of culture, and she 
adopts an inimical attitude toward it. 

We may go on to consider the in- 
teresting case in which happiness in 
life is sought first and foremost in the 
enjoyment of beauty, wherever it is 
to be found by our senses and our 
judgment, the beauty of human forms, 
of natural objects, of landscapes, of 
artistic and even scientifie creations. 

As a goal in life this aesthetie at- 
titude offers little protection against 
the menace of suffering, but it is able 
to compensate for a great deal. ‘The 
enjoyment of »eauty produces a par- 
ticularly mildly intoxicating kind of 
sensation.

is no very evident use in 
beauty; the necessity of it for cul- 
tural purposes is not apparent, and 
yet civilization could not do without 


iit. The science of aesthetics investi- 
; gates the conditions in which things 
|are regarded as beautiful; it can give

no explanation of the nature or origin 
of beauty. 

Unfortunately, psycho-analvsis. too, 
has less to say about beauty than 
about most things. Its derivation 
from the realms of sensation is all 
that seems certain, 

In spite of the incompleteness of 
these considerations I will venture on 
a few remarks. The goal toward 
which the pleasure-principle impels us 

of becoming happy—is not attain- 
able; yet we may. not—nay, cannot 
—give up the effort to come nearer 
to realization of it by some means or 
other. Very different paths may be 
taken toward it: some pursue the posi- 
tive aspect of the aim, attainment of 
pleasure, others the negative, avoid- 
ance of pain. By none of these ways 
can we achieve all that we desire. 
NO SOVEREIGN WAY 
TO GAIN HAPPINESS. 

In that modified sense in which we 
have seen it to be attainable, happi- 
ness is a problem of the economics of 
the libido in each individual. There 
is no sovereign recipe in this matter 
which suits all. 

The mental constitution of the in- 
dividual will play a decisive part. 
aside from any external nenailers. 
tions. The man who is predominantly 
erotic will choose emotional relation- 
ships with others before all else; the 
narcissistic type, who is more self- 
sufficient, will seek his essential satis- 
factions in the inner workings of his 
own soul; the man of action will nev- 
abandon the external world in

COMMERCE, -Ga., May 17.—Her- 
man LP. DeLaperriere, of Hoschton, 
Ga., will this year try an experiment 
in growing tobacco in north Georgia, 
and will plant 85 to 100 acres on one 
of his several large farms in tobacco 
near Hoschton, Ga. 


Mr. DeLaperriere now has a num-) 


ber of women and girls setting out 
the tobacco plants under the diree- 


tion of twovlexperienced and successful 
tobacco experts. 

The tobacco seeds are first sown 
in rich beds, in low, moist places, and 
properly protected from cold and 
frost, which would be very harmful 
to the tender little tobacco seed soon 
after germination. 

After these plants have reached the 
proper size, they are next carefully 
transplanted to rows and properly 
cultivated until grown. 

Mr. DeLaperriere is also building 
eight curing houses adjacent to his to- 
bacco fields, where the tobacco will be 
stored and properly kiln-dried until 
well cured, before placing same on 
the market for sale next fall. 

In the event Mr. DeLaperriere’s 
experiment in growing tobacco proves 
to be successful (and there's no earth- 
ly reason why it should not be a com- 
plete financial success), then it is 
now confidently predicted that other 
wide-awake, successful planters 
throughout all northeast Georgia will 
immediately follow in his footsteps, 
and thus cut loose once and for all 
from the “one crop” idea which has 
for many years been the bane of all 
successful farmers throughout north- 
east Georgia. 

In addition to his experiment 
the growing of tobacco, Mrs. Dela- 
perriere, formerly Miss Reba Pitt- 
map, a Commerce girl, has for some 
vears been successfully engaged 
raising fine poultry, such as chickens, 
turkeys, ete., on a large seale, and

In the event Mr. DeLaperriere’s 
experiment in growing tobacco proves 
a financial suecess, then he will be- 
come an “agricultural Moses,” who 
will lead the farmers of northeast 
Georgia out of the Egypt of past fail- 
ures by growing cotton alone, into 
the “promised land” of financial sue- 
cess in following Mr. DeLaperriere’s 
plan of diversification. “So mote 
it be.”

Fast Time Made in Test 
Conducted by City Firemen 


Jagta fire department observed and 
analyzed by the 1930 class in time | 
and motion at Georgia Tech were | 
made public Monday by Fire Chief | 
John Terrell in connection with the) 
announcement that work on the prac- | 
tice field of the department, located | 
at station No. 7, will begin today or 
W ednesday. 

The observations were made of the 
regular practice drills held by the de- 
partment as a preliminary step to-' 
ward the work that will be carried out 
at the practice field. The drills them- 
selves are a constant performance in- 
troduced by Chief Terrell and will) 
be continued. The observation tests 
were made by the Tech class under 
Major A. A. Case in connection with 
their studies. 

These tests were timed by eight 
observers in addition to Major Case, 
and stop watches were used in every 
phase of the work. Despite the fact 
that there are 20 companies in the 
Atlanta fire department, only four 
were observed by the Tech class as 
only these four were situated rela- 
tively equal distances to fire plugs, 
making the basis for calculation an 
equal one. However, the practices | 
were carried out by all 20 companies. | 

There were two tests applied by 
the Tech observers. The first was) 
the timing of the firemen from the | 
time they arose from their beds at the 
touch of a gong, dressed, reached the | 
nea®est fire plug, connected hose and 
had a stream of water playing on the 
imaginary fire. In the second test 
firemen were not in bed, but started 
from the second floor, slid down the 
poles, started their machine, made 
their run, connected a pump and “had 
Water through the nozzle.” 

In both instances Company 10 had 
the fastest time, and all companies 
completed their tests in under a min- 
ute.
